DES provided an update on LCM progress to date. This update included status of the Press Corps
relocation to the Legislative Building, LCM SEPA process and development of the temporary modular
building project on the southeast corner of the Executive Residence parking lot to house staff displaced
by work on the Newhouse, Pritchard and O’Brien buildings. Mithun provided an overview of the
Pritchard Rehabilitation/Expansion Validation Study goals and schedule.

Mithun also presented concepts for two building rehabilitation options, including pros and cons for each
option, slope stabilization options and historic preservation observations, as well as five concept options
for building expansion. Next steps include continued development of expansion options and
presentation to the Project Executive Team on Nov. 17, Capitol Campus Design Advisory Committee on
Nov. 18 and State Capitol Committee on Dec. 16. The final study will be completed by March 2022.
